ther of  them  ; and  also  to  cause  the  lati-

A YxocYttvnaliovi. 

WHEREAS  a Convention  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America  and  His  Majesty  tho 
King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  was  made  and  concluded  at  Lon- 
don, on  the  twentieth  day  of  October,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighteen,  by  Albert  Gallatin,  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
of  the  United  States  to  the  court  of  France, 
and  Richard  Rush,  their  Envoy  Extraordinary 
and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of 
llis  Britannic  Majesty ; and  the  Right  Hon- 
orable Frederick  John  Robinson,  Treasurer 
of  His  Majesty’s  Navy,  and  President  of  the 
Privy  Council  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  and 
Henry  Goulburn,  Esq.  one"  of  His  Majesty’s 
Under  Secretaries  of  State  ; fully  authorised 
and  empowered  by  their  respective  govern- 
ments : And  whereas  the  said  Convention  was 
duly  ratified  by  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince 
Regent,  in  the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  His 
Britannic  Majesty,  on  the  second  day  of  No- 
vember, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighteen  ; and  by  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  on 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  January  following: 
And  whereas  the  ratifications  of  the  two  gov- 
ernments were  exchanged,  in  the  City  of 
Washington,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  the  pre- 
sent month  of  January,  by  John  Quincy  Ad- 
ams, Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States, 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Right  Honorable  Charles  Bagot,  His  Britan- 
nic Majesty’s  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Min. 

■ ister  Plenipotentiary  near  the  United  States, 
on  the  part  of  His  Britannic  Majesty  ; the 
Articles  of  which  Convention  are,  word  for 
word,  as  follows : 

The  United  States  of  America,  and  His  Ma- 
jesty the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,desirous  to  cement  the  good 
understanding  which  happily  subsists  betw  een 
them,  have,  for  that  purpose,  named  their  res- 
pective Plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  say  : 
The  President  of  the  United  States,  on  his 
part,  lias  appointed  Albert  Gallatin,  their  En- 


voy Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipoten- 
tiary to  the  court  of  France  ; and  Richard 
Rush,  their  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  His  Britan- 
nic Majesty*  And  His  Majesty  has  ap- 
pointed the  Right  Honorable  Frederick  John 
Robinson,  Treausrer  of  His  Majesty’s  Navy, 
ana  President  of  the  committee  of  Privy  Coun- 
cil for  Trade  and  Plantations ; and  Henry* 
Goulburn,  Esquire,  one  of  His  Majesty’s  Un- 
de*r  Secretaries  of  State  : Who,  after  having 
exchanged  their  respective  full  powers,  found 
to  be  in  due  and  proper  form,  have  agreed  to 
and  concluded  the  following  articles : 

SBTICLE  I. 

Whereas  differences  have  arisen  respecting 
the  liberty  claimed  by  the  United  States,  for 
the  inhabitants  thereof  to  take,  dry,  and  cure, 
fish,  on  certain  coasts,  bays,  harbors,  and 
creeks,  of  His  Britannic  Majesty’s  dominions 
in  America,  it  is  agreed  between  the  high  con- 
tracting parties,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  I 
United  States  shall  have,  forever,  in  common 
with  the  subjects  of  His  Britannic  Majesty,  the 
liberty  to  take  fish  of  every  kind,  on  that  part 
of  the  southern  coast  of  Newfoundland,  which 
extends  from  Cape  Rav  to  the  Rameau  Isl- 
ands, on  the  western  and  northern  coast  of 
Newfoundland,  from  the  said  Gape  Ray  to  the 
Quirpon  Islands,  on  the  shores  of  the  Magda- 
len Islands,  and  also  on  the  coasts,  bays,  har- 
bors and  creeks,  from  Mount  Joly,  on  the 
Southern  coast  of  labrador,  to  and  through  the 
Streights  of  Bcllisle,  and  thence  northwardly 
indefinitely  along  the  coast,  without  preju- 
dice, however,  to  any  of  the  exclusive  rights 
of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  : — And  that  the 
American  fishermen  shall  also  have  liberty, 
forever,  to  dry  and  cure  fish  in  any  of  the  un- 
settled bays,  harbors,  and  creeks,  of  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  coast  of  Newfoundland,  here- 
above  described,  and  of  the  coast  of  Labra- 
dor ; but  so  soon  as  the  same,  or  any  portion  I 
thereof,  shall  be  settled,  it  shall  not  be  lawful 1 
for  the  said  fishermen  to  dry  or  cure  fish  at 
such  portion  so  settled,  .'without  previous 
agreement  for  such  purpose,  with  the  inhabi- 
tants, proprietors,  or  possessors  of  the  ground 
And  the  United  .States  hereby  renounce  for- 
ever, any  liberty  heretofore  enjoyed  or  claim- 
ed by  the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  take,  dry,  or 
cure  fish,  on  or  within  three  marine  miles  of 
any  of  the  coasts,  bays,  creeks  or  harbors  of 
llis  Britannic  Majesty’s  dominions  in  Ameri- 
ca, not  included  within  the' above  mentioned 
limits  : Provided,  however,  that  the  American 
fishermen  shall  be  admitted  to  enter  such  bays 
or  harbors,  for  the  purpose  of  shelter  and  of 
repairing  damages  therein,  of  purchasing 
wood,  and  of  obtaining  water,  and  for  no  oth- 
er purpose  whatever.  But  they  shall  be  un- 
der such  restrictions  as  may  be  necessary  to 
prevent  their  taking,  drying  or  curing  fish 
therein,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever 
abusing  the  privileges  hereby  reserved  to 
them. 

ARTICLE  II. 

It  is  agreed  that  a line  drawn  from  the  most 
northwestern  point  of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods, 
along  the  forty-ninth  parallel  of  north  lati- 
tude, or  if  the  said  point  shall  not  be  in  the 
forty-ninth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  then  that 
a line  drawn  from  the  said  point  due  north  or 
south,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  the  said  line 
shall  intersect  the  said  parallel  of  north  lati- 
tude, and  from  the  point  of  the  intersection 
due  west  along  and  with  the  said  parallel, 
shall  be  the  line  of  demarcation  between  the 
territories  of  (lie  United  .States  and  those  of 
His  Britannic  Majesty,  and  that  the  said  line 
shall  form  the  northern  boundary  of  the  said 
territories  of  the  United  Slates,  and  the  south- 
ern boundary  of  the  territories  of  His  Britan- 
nic Majesty,  from  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  to 
Che  stony  Mountains. 

ARTICLE  III. 

It  is  agreed,  that  any  country  that  may  he 
claimed  by  ejtber  party  on  the  northwest  coast 
of  America,  westward  of  the  Stony  Moun- 
tains,-shall,  together  with  its  harbors,  bays 
and  creeks,  and  the  navigation  of  all  rivers 
within  the  same,  be  free  and  open,  for  tile 
term  of  ti  n years  from  the  date  of  the  signa- 
ture of  the  present  convention,  to  the  vessels, 
citizens,  and  subjects,  of  tile  two  powers:  it 
being  well  understood,  that  this  agreement  is 
not  to  be  construed  to  the  prejudice  of  any 
claim  which  either  of  the  tw  o high  contract- 
ing parties  may  have  to  any  part  of  the  said 
country,  nor  shall  it  be  taken  to  affect  the 
claims  of  any*  other  power  or  state  to  any  part 
of  the  country  ; the  only  object  of  the  high 
contracting  parties,  in  that  respect,  being  to 
prevent  disputes  and  differences  amongst 
themselves. 

Airrici.r.  IY. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  Convention  “torc- 
“ gulate  the  commerce  between  the  territo- 
“ ties  of  the  United  States  and  of  His  llritati- 
“ nic  Majesty,”  concluded  at  London,  on  the 
third  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  with  the 
exception  of  the  clause  which  limited  its  du- 
ration to  four  years,  and  excepting,  also,  so 
far  as  the  same  was  affected  by  the  declara- 
tion of  His  Majesty  respecting  the  Island  of 
St.  Helena,  are  hereby  extended  and  continu- 
ed in  force  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the 
date  of  the  signature  of  the  present  Conten- 
tion, in  the  same  manner  as  if  all  the  provis- 
ions of  the  said  Convention  were  herein  spe- 
cially recited. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Whereas  it  was  agreed  by  the  first  article 
of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent,  that  “ All  territory, 
“places  and  possessions,  whatsoever,  taken 
“ bv  either  party  from  the  other,  during  the 
“ war,  or  which  may  be  taken  after  the  sign- 
ing of  this  Treaty,  excepting  only  the  lsl- 
“ands  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  rcstor- 
“ed  without  delay,  and  w ithout  causing  any 
“ destruction,  or  carrying  away  any  of  the  ar- 
“ tillery  or  other  public  property  originally 
“ captured  in  the  said  forts  or  places,  which 
“ shall  remain  therein  upon  the  exchange  of 
“ the  ratifications  of  this  Treaty,  or  any  slaves, 
“or  otligr  private  property,”  and  whereas, 
under  the  aforesaid  article,  the  United  States 
claim  for  their  citizens,  and  as  their  private 
property,  the  restitution  of,  or  full  compen- 
sation for,  all  slaves  who,  at  the  date  of  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  said  Trea- 
ty, were  in  any*  territory,  places,  or  posses- 
sions, whatsoever,  directed  by  the  said  Treaty 
to  be  restored  to  the  United  States,  but  then 
still  occupied  by  the  British  forces,  w hether 
such  slaves  (were,  at  the  date  aforesaid,  on 
shore,  or  on  board  any*  British  vessels,  ly  ing 
in  w aters  w ithin  the  territory  or  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States ; and  whereas  differ- 
ences have  arisen,  whether,  by  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  aforesaid  article  of  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent,  the  United  States  are  enti- 
tled to  the  restoration  of,  or  full  compensation 
for,  all  or  any  slaves,  as  above  described,  the 
high  contracting  parties  hereby  agree  to  refer 
• the  said  differences  to  some  friendly  sovereign 
; or  state,  to  be  named  for  that  purpose  ; and 


the  high  contracting  parties  further  engage  to 
consider  the  decision  of  such  friendly  sove- 
reign or  state  to  be  final  and  conclusive  oil  all 
the  matters  referred. 

ARTICtE  VI. 

This  Convention,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  duly  ratified  by  the  President  of  the  U. 
States,  by  anil  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
their  Senate,  and  by  His  Britannic  Majesty,  \ 
and  the  respective  ratifications  mutually  ex- 
changed, shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on 
the  said  United  States,  and  His  Majesty  ; and 
the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  in  six 
months  from  this  date,  or  sooner,  if  possible. 

In  w itness  w*hereof,  the  respective  Pleni- 
potentiaries have  signed  {the  same, 
and  have  thereunto  affixed  the  seal 
of  their  arms. 

Done  at  London,  this  twentieth  day  of 
t ' ober,  in  the  y ear  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighteen.

COXGTVESS. 

TV  SENATE. 

An  account  of  the  proceedings  [on  Friday, 

Jan.  30,]  on  the  bill  providing  a inode  for 

prosecuting  and  deciding  controversies  be- 
tween two  or  more  states. 

A motion  was  made  to  strike  out  the 
words,  in  the  first  section,  “ or  any  other 
matter  proper  to  be  decided  in  a judicial 
way.” 

Mr.  Talbot  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
bill,  generally,  while  he  gave  his  amend- 
ment, to  obviate  the  objections  of  some 
gentlemen  to  the  bill. 

Mr.  Crittenden  gave  into  the  amend- 
ment from  the  same  motive  as  his  col- 
league, and  was  willing  the  bill  should 
be  confined  to  controversies  respecting 
territorial  limits. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  Tenn.  thought  the 
bill  unnecessary,  in  any  respect,  as  the 
disputes  between  the  states  of  Tennes- 
see and  Kentucky  respecting  limits 
could  be  settled  without  it;  but  lie  should 
be  much  less  opposed  to  the  bill,  if  this 
amendment  took  place. 

Mr.  Fromenti.v  was  opposed  to  the 
amendment.  He  thought  the  constitu- 
tional provision  on  the  subject  was  meant 
to  embrace  all  controversies  between 
states,  as  well  as  those  relating  to  boun- 
dary. lie  thought  it  the  duty  of  Con- 
gres  to  pass  the  law  : and  he  did  not  be- 
lieve any  difficulty  would  arise  in  carry- 
ing it  into  effect.  He  wished  the  provi- 
sions of  the  bill  as  general  as  possible, 
with  a view  to  prevent  all  quarrels  and 
applications  of  force  to  redress  real  or 
supposed  injuries. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Eppes  declared  himself  hostile 
to  the  bill,  and  moved  to  postpone  it  in- 
definitely. He  believed  this  bill  could 
only  be  executed  by  military  force.  The 
principles  he  contended  for  were  ably 
supported  in  the  work  entitled  “the  Fed- 
eralist.” He  would  rather,  had  amotion 
to  strike  out  the  first  section  been  in  or- 
der, that  the  question  should  have  been 
taken  directly  on  the  merits  of  the  bill, 
to  decide  whether  a provision  of  the  con- 
stitution, which  had  lain  inactive  for  thir- 
ty years,  should  now  be  called  into  ac 
tion.  Congress  had  shrunk  from  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  power  to  district  the  states; 
and  he  thought  this  bill  much  more  dan 
gerous,  and  likely  to  produce  disturb- 
ance, than  that.  The  power  to  suspend 
the  habeas  corpus  act  had  never  been 
exercised.  This  wise  course  ought  to 
"be  adhered  to  in  the  present  case.  This 
bill  was  calculated  to  increase  discontent 
and  suspicion.  Mr.  E.  here  read  an  ex- 
tract from  the  Federalist,  (p.  93,  late  c- 
dition,)  corroborating  his  ideb,  that  a de- 
cree against  a sovereign  state  could  not 
be  enforced  but  by  the  sword.  The  pow- 
er, oi  the  federal  court,  said  Mr.  E.  to 
try  suits  between  an  individual  and  a state 
b-as  been  expunged.  With  a few  more 
observations,  Mr.  E.  submitted  the  mo- 
tion he  had  made. 

Mr.  CRiiTENDENSaidthe  same  course 
bad  been  pursued  at  the  last  session  as 
was  now  proposed,  and  if  this  motion  now 
prevailed,  it  must  be  considered  as  a re- 
jection of  the  bill.  The  state  of  Ken- 
tucky had  addressed  a memorial  to  con- 
gress in  favor  of  such  a measure  as  was 
proposed  by  the  bill,  and  he  deemed  it 
a duty  to  submit  the  reasons  which  oc- 
curred to  him  in  support  of  it.  Under 
the  constitution,  power  was  given  to  con- 
gressto  make  the  provisions  contemplat- 
ed by  this  bill.  Why  tremble  at  the  ex- 
ercise of  this  power  ? There  must  be 
authority  somewhere  to  settle  disputes 
between  states,  and  where  would  it  he 
lodged  so  safely  as  in  the  national  judi- 
ciary ? He  believed  no  ground  of  alarm 
or  apprehension  existed.  The  greatest 
and  proudest  states  in  the  Union  would 
cheerfully  submit  to  the  decision  of  that 
tribunal  any  litigation  between  them. — 
The  states  would  be  sued  by  their  con- 
sent to  the  provision  of  the  constitution 
authorizing  this  law;  and  they  could 
not,  therefore,  complain  of  any  violation 
of  their  sovereignty  or  independence. — 
He  deemed  it  essential  to  the  perpetuity 
of  our  union,  that  this  power  should 
have  been  given,  and  that  it  should  be 
exercised.  The  very  author  wiom  the 
gentleman  had  quoted  supported  this 
provision  in  the  constitution,  by  exam- 
ple and  reason.  The  objections  came 
from  those  states  likely  to  be  made  de- 
fendants under  this  act,  and  from  the 
great  and  powerful  state  of  Virginia. — 
This  provision  was  meant  to  protect  the 
small  states  against  the  large.  And 
have  wc  come  to  this,  that -the  large  and 
proud  states  shall  threaten  resistance  to 
a constitutional  law  ? He  hoped  such 
threats  would  not  terrify  us  into  an  aban- 
donment of  this  power.  He  appreciated 
the  high  and  honorable  motives  of  the 
gentleman  from  Virginia ; but  he  thought 
his  apprehensions  unfounded  and  vision- 
ary. fie  believed  the  judgment  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  as  now  limited,  would 
execute  itself  silently  and  effectually. — 
There  was  no  danger  of  the  necessity  of 
employing  military  force.  The  states 
could  not  settle  their  disputes  amicably 
themselves,  without  the  mediation  of  a 
disinterested  tribunal.  Virginia  and  Penn- 
sylvania had  all  but  come  to  open  war, 
on  a territorial  difference.  Was  this  the 
suaviter  in  modo  which  ought  to  be  pur- 
sued in  settling  boundaries  ? And  such 
a dispute  would  not  now  be  settled  so 
easily  between  those  potent  states.  Sup- 
pose Kentucky  should  give  up  its  claim 
rather  than  come  to  open  war,  would  it 
be  right  for  the  general  government  to 
sec  her  stript  of  her  rights  ? She  had  no 
alternative  but  to  do  this,  or  appeal  to 
the  svord.  Would  it  be  just  or  mag 
nanimous  to  refuse  to  exercise  this  pow- 
er, and  thus  permit  such  wrongs  to  be 
done  ? Though  proud  of  his  state  and 
of  her  character,  he  should  not  deem 
her  disgraced  by  being  made  a defend- 
ant under  this  law,  or  by  submitting  to 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court.  He 


wished  such  a high  tribunal  could  be  e- 
rccted  to  settle  all  disputes  between  na- 
tions, and  oblige  proud  and  ambitious 
nations  to  submit  to  just  and  equitable 
terms  of  settlement.  And  should  we, 
ol  one  flesh  and  blood,  quarrel  among 
ourselves,  when  so  easy  a remedy  is  in 
our  power?  Ncw-Jcrscy  has  her  dis- 
putes ; Rhode  Island  has  her  disputes  ; 
and,  if  they  are  wronged,  is  there  any 
honorable  gentleman  who  would  not  wish 
to  see  them  righted  ? 

Mr.  Eaton  thought  it  unnecessary  to 
go  into  the  details  of  the  bill,  until  the 
question  of  postponement  was  decided, 
lie  was  opposed  to  the  bill,  because, 
though  the  power  was  vested  in  Con- 
gress, it  was  not  prudent  or  expedient 
to  exercise  it.  Had  this  law  existed  du- 
jring  the  dispute  between  Virginia  and 
Pennsylvania,  it  might  not  have  been  set- 
tled as  well  as  it  was  by  the  two  states. 
This  law  was  certainly  intended  to  ans- 
wer a local  purpose — to  decide  a dispute 
between  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  ; and, 
in  itsconsequenr.es,  might  lead  to  heart- 
burnings and  outrages.  He  apprehend- 
ed, from  the  number  interested  in  this 
dispute,  serious  contests  would  arise 
from  it.  The  constitution  had,  he  con- 
fessed, given  the  right;  but  it  did  not 
follow  that  it  was  wise  or  safe  to  exer- 
cise it.  Congress  had  prudently  declin- 
ed, for  nearly  thirty  years,  to  exercise 
the  power ; and  he  thought  this  was  a 
salutary  and  useful  lesson  to  us.  He 
thought  this  bill  was  calculated  to  pro- 
duce discord  among  the  states ; but,  by 
closing  yonr  doors  against  such  disputes, 
they  will  be  amicably  adjusted.  He 
thouglit  k prudent,  and  just,  and  proper, 
to  refuse  to  pass  this  bill. 

Yeas  14,  Nays  16,  as  heretofore  stat- 
ed ; but  the  bill  was  afterwards  rejected.

BANK  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Mr.  Spencer  presented  for  consider- 
ation the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved , by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America , in  Congress  assembled.  That 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
cause  all  the  public  deposits  in  the  bank 
of  the  United  States  and  its  several  offi- 
ces of  discount  and  deposit,  to  be  with- 
drawn on  the  first  day  of  July  next ; that 
after  the  said  day,  the  bills  or  notes  of 
the  said  corporation  shall  no  longer  be 
receivable  in  any  payments  to  the  Uni- 
ted States  ; and  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  United  States  shall  on  that  day, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  cause  a 
scire  facias  to  be  sued  out  it)  conformi- 
ty to  the  provisions  of  the  “ Act  to  in- 
corporate the  subscribers  to  the  bank  of 
the  United  States;  calling  upon  the  I 
said  corporation  to  shew  cause  why  its 
charter  should  not  be  declared  forfeit- 
ed : unless  the  said  corporation  shall, 
by  a legal  act  to  be  delivered  to,  and 
approved  by,  the  Attorney  General,  and 
to  be  by  him  transmitted  to  Congress  at 
the  next  session  thereof,  declare  its  as- 
sent to  the  following  propesitions,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  viz. 

1 . That  Congress  may  by  law  provide 
such  means  as  may  be  necessary  to  en- 
force the  first  fundamental  article  of  the 
said  charter  respecting  the  right  of  vo- 
ters, and  particularly  to  provide  that] 
transfers  of  stock  shall  always  be  made! 
to  the  real  owners  thereof,  or  to  some 
person  or  persons  in  whose  narpe  itmayi 
stand,  or  for  whose  use  it  may  be  de- ! 
clared  in  the  certificate  to  be  held,  and 
that  no  evidence  whatever  shall  he  re- 
ceived in  any  court  to  contradict  or  ex- 
plain the  certificates  of  ownership. 

2.  That  Congress  may  provide  for 
the  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
bank,  in  a just  and  equal  proportion,  by 
the  stockholders  thereof,  when  conven- 
ed in  a general  meeting. 

3.  That  the  power  of  removing  any 
diiector  for  misconduct,  may  be  vested 
in  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

4.  That  the  bank  may  purchase  not 
exceeding  five  millions  of  dollars  of  the 
funded  debt  of  the  United  States,  and 
may  hold  the  same  without  being  sub- 
ject to  the  redemption  unless  consented 
to  by  it,  until  the  time  or  times  speci- 
fied in  the  certificates  thereof. 

5.  That  no  by-law  of  the  corporation 
shall  exclude  the  directors  appointed  by 
the  government  from  a full  knowledge 
of  all  the  concerns  of  the  bank,  and  of 
the  accounts  of  every  person  dealing 
with  it  ; and  that  the  assent  of  at  least 
one  public  director  shall  be  necessary  to 
allow  any  discount,  and  to  render  valid 
every  act  of  the  board  ot  directors. 

6.  That  the  provision  in  the  second  \ 
fundamental  article,  prohibiting  any  di- ; 
rector  from  holding  his  office  more  than 
three  years  out  ot  fuiir  in  succession,1 
may  be  modified  or  repealed  by  Con-j 
^rcss. 

7.  No  discount  shall,  in  any  case,  bel 
made  by  the  bank  of  Philadelphia,  or] 
by  any  office,  without  the  consent  of  at 
least  four  directors  of  the  bank  or  of  the 
office,  as  the  case  may  be. 

8.  Congress  may  authorise  the  bank 
to  deal  and  trade  in  other  things  than 
tho^e  enumerated  in  the  ninth  funda- 
mental article,  so  as  to  receive  pledges 
of  its  own  stock,  and  of  the  funded  debt 
of  the  United  States,  in  security  for 
loans,  and  to  sell  such  pledges  on  a for- 
feiture thereof. 

9.  That  persons  holding  stock,  upon 
which  any  instalment  shall  have  been 
paid  by  the  proceeds  of  notes  discount- 
ed, shall  be  compelled  gradually,  and  as 
scon  as  circumstances  will  admit,  to  pay 
the  full  amount  of  such  instalment  in 
coin,  or  in  coin  and  funded  debt, accord-, 
ing  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter  ; and 
no  di\  idend  of  profits  shall  be  allowed  to 
such  stock,  until  the  said  payment  is 
completed. 

10.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury shall  be  permitted  at  any  time,  ei- 
ther in  person,  or  by  agent  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  him,  to  inspect  all  the  books,

It  must  be  admitted  that,  hitherto,  the 
advantage,  both  as  it  respects  argument 
and  eloquence,  is  greatly  on  the  side  of 
those  who  disapprove  of  Gen.  Jackson’s 
proceedings.  The  spe-ec-  of  Mr.  Clay, 
(himself  a host)  is  believed  to  have  sur 
passed  any  thing  delivered  within  the 
walls  of  the  house  for  many  years.  And 
on  the  opposite  side,  the  vindication  of 
Gen.  J by  Gen.  Smyth,  was  character- 
ized by  great  force  and  ingenuity. 

It  is  difficult  to  foresee  the  result  of 
this  discussion.  Many  members  of  emi- 
nent talents,  and  of  great  weight  in  the 
house,  have,  yet,  expressed  no  opinrbn  ; 
and,  among  these,  is  Mr.  Lowndes,  who 
from  his  great  talents  and  integrity,  pos- 
sesses so  much  of  the  confidence  of  the 
nation. 

It  has  been  justly  observed,  that  it  is 
not  a party  question.  It  is  confidently 
asserted,  that,  even  in  the  cabinet,  a 
great  difference  of  opinion  prevails.  The 
President  himself,  is  said  to  have  beheld 
much  of  Gen.  J’s.  conduct  with  regret ; 
and  the  name  of  at  least  one  of  the  great 
officers  of  state,  who  is  known  to  the 
whole  country  as  an  undeviating  repub- 
lican, and  as  an  energetic  minister,  has 
been  mentioned  as  decidedly  disapprov- 
ing it.  The  same  difference  prevails 
among  the  republicans  both  in  and  out 
cf  Congress : and,  if  among  the  federal- 
ists men  may  be  found  who  will  suppor. 
the  General  throughout,  so,  among  the 
friends  of  the  President,  and  among  the 
admirers  of  Gen.  J.  are  to  be  seen  those 
loudest  in  condemnation  of  this  particu- 
lar transaction. 

The  present  state  of  this  question  pre- 
sents a spectacle  calculated  to  excite 
the  wonder  and  even  the  admiration  of 
Europeans.  It  shews  that,  in  this  coun- 
try, at  least,  attachment  to  party  yields 
to  the  paramount  claims  of  humanity,  of 
justice,  and  of  law;  and  that,  however 
gieat  is  the  respect,  the  confidence,  the 
gratitude,  entertained  for  any  man,  all 
those  feelings  arc  mad  to  give  place  to 
the  higher  feeling  of  duty.  It  shews, 
also,  that  here,  at  least,  there  is  a real 
responsibility,  on  the  part  even  of  the

Mr.  Spencer  moved  that  it  be  com- 
mitted to  the  committee  of  the  whole 
House,  on  the  state  of  the  Union,  to 
which  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
management  of  the  Bank  of  the  U nited 
States. 

Mr.  Johnson,  of  Virginia,  hoped  the 
resolution  would  not  be  committed,  but 
that  it  would  be  laid  on  the  table.  He 
hoped  the  question  would  be  fully  met; 
and  it  had  been  his  intention,  if  no  other 
member  should  do  so,  to  move  to  in- 
struct the  committee  on  the  judiciary  to 
report  a bill  to  repeal  the  charter  of  the 
Bank.  The  patient,  Mr.  J.  said,  was 
too  far  gone  to  be  recovered  ; expedi- 
ents were  useless,  as  dissolution  was  in- 
evitable, and  it  was  better  to  meet  the 
question  at  once.  He,  therefore,  mov- 
ed to  lay  this  resolution  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Spencer  was  as  willing  as  any  one 
to  meet  the  question  fully,  and  to  give 
the  subject  a fair  and  ample  discussion; 
and  he  thought  the  course  he  proposed 
to  give  the  resolution,  was  the  best  way 
to  afford  it  a full  consideration,  because 
the  report  was  already  committed,  and, 
by  referring  his  resolution  to  the  same 
committee,  the  whole  subject  would  be 
presented  for  discussion,  &c.  He  would, 
however,  give  way  to  the  course  mov- 
ed by  Mr.  Johnson,  and  consent  to  lay- 
ing the  resolution  for  the  present  on  the 
table.  Mr.  S.  then  withdrew  his  mo- 
tion to  commit  the  resolution,  and 
It  was  laid  on  the  table.

SPECIE. 

There  have  recently  been  two  very  able  and 
interesting  reports  made  on  this  subject  in  con- 
gress— one  of  them  in  the  senate,  by  the  corn- 
; mittee  of  finance,  on  the  expediency  of  prohi- 
biting by  law  the  exportation  of  specif-1 -and 
j the  other  in  the  House  of  Representatives  b\ 
;a  committee  appointed  to  examine  anl  report 
1 on  the  Jaws  regulating  foreign  and  domestic 
coins.  They  shew  the  futility  of  making  laws 
to  prevent  the  exportation  of  specie,  and  de- 
precate in  strong  terms,  a resort  to  such  an  ex- 
pedient. I’he  committee  in  the  serfale,  and 
secretary  of  the  treasury,  who  gave  them  his 
views  on  the  subject,  seem  to  think,  that  the 
exportation  of specie  in  the  India  trade  is  a con- 
siderable cause  of  our  embarrassments ; but 
the  committee  of  the  other  house  have  com- 
batted this  opinion  with  success,  and  consider 
the  great  multiplication  of  banks  and  paper 
currency  as  the  principal  source  of  our  difficul- 
ties. They  all  agree,  that  a balance  of  trade 
against  us,  and  an  excessive  pap  r currency, 
are  the  great  evils  of  the  day;  and  that  the  on- 
ly effectual  remedies  are,  the  practice  of  in- 
dustry and  economy,  so  as  to  make  our  ex- 
ports, equal  our  imports,  and  a rigorous  exac- 
tion of  specie  payments  from  the  banks.  The 
latter  measure  is  indeed  the  one,  which  it  is 
most  necessary.for  the  people  to  keep  in  view : 
for  trade  will  regulate  itself:  it  cannot  subsist 
long  with  a balance  against  us  : but  if  the  law 
and  public  opinion  will  tolerate  the  banks  in 
suspending  specie  payments,  they  will  adopt 
that  course,  and  persist  in  it,  to  the  ruin  of  the 
country.  The  committee  on  the  coin  admit,  that 
its  exportation  to  India  and  other  places,  ope- 
rates oppressively  on  the  banks,  by  making 
them  in  some  degree  collectors  of  specie  for 
the  exporters ; Sc  to  obviate  this  inconvenience 
in  some  measure,  but  not  in  the  hope  of  retain- 
ing specie  in  the  country,  under  the  existing 
state  of  things,  they  propose  that  the  nominal 
shall  he  raised  above  the  intrinsic  value  of  our 
coin,  compared  with  that  of  other  countries,  or 
in  other  words,  that  it  shall  he  alloyed  more  at 
the  mint ; with  which  the  banks  will  supply 
themselves,  and  the  merchants,  instead  of 
draw  ing  it  from  them,  will  then  collect  foreign 
coins  for  exportation.  Reporter.

Sheridan  acquired  so  much  renown.  Mr.  Clay  seemed  ful- 
ly impressed  with  tliedignity  of  his  subject,  and  the  great 
occasion  and  merit  of  the  citizen  whose  conduct  was  in- 
volved in  the  question.

MAIL  ROBBERY. 

Yesterday  morning,  about  3 o’clock, 
the  Southern  Mail  was  robbed,  about  one 
mils  this  side  of  Bridgetown,  and  about 
19  miles  from  this  city. 

Three  men  with  masks,  suddenly  pre- 
sented themselves  In  the  road,  and  call- 
ed out  to  the  driver  to  stop,  which  he 
complied  with  on.  their  presenting  pis- 
tols. They  then  cut  one  of  the  traces 
Irom  the  carriage,  robbed  the  passen- 
gers cf  a gold  watch  and  some  small 
change  ; and  opening  the  mail,  took  out 
a number  of  letters,  and  filled  a pair  of 
saddle-bags  (knapsacks)  which  they 
brought  with  them. 

We  understand  that  Mr.  Henry  Cohen, 
a passenger  in  the  mail  coach,  had  about 
thirty-three  thousand  dollars  in  his  pos- 
session at  the  time,  which  he  prudently 
slipped  down  under  foot,  and  which  was 
not  discovered  by  the  robbers.  This  mo- 
ney was  sent  on  by  one  of  the  banks  in 
Philadelphia,  and  deposited  yesterday  in 
the  Manhattan  bank  by  Mr.  Cohen. 

It  is  not  yet  ascertained  how  many,  or 
of  what  particular  description  of  letters 
were  taken.  Sixty-one  single  letters  from 
New  Orleans  are  missing,  and  all  those 
from  Philadelphia, except  thoseon  which 
the  postage  was  paid  arc  gone.  These 
being  in  a bundle  by  themselves,  escaped. 

By  their  dialect,  two  of  the  robbers  are 
foreigners.  Their  countenance,  of  course, 
could  not  be  discovered. 

It  is  believed  that  these  robbers  have 
not  been  successful  in  obtaining  the  most 
valuable  part  of  the  mail. 

One  of  the  robbers  was  a stout  man,1 
having  on  a dark  great  coat,  and  dark 
pantaloons;  another  had  on  a white fian-j 
ncl  jacket,  the  bottom  of  which  was  tuck-!

Raiuray,  arrived  in  town  with  a number 
qf  letters,  which  were  found  near  the  spot 
where  the  robbery  took  place.  The  let- 
ters found  are  nearly  ail  open,  and  are 
principally  from  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton and  Richmond  in  Virginia.  What 
is  very  singular,  however,  is  this  fact, 
that  among  the  letters  found,  were  two 
large  bundles  of  bank  notes  from  Wash- 
ington, which  were  entire,  the  seals  of 
the  envelope  remaining  untouched. 

This  is  another  proof  of  the  bungling 
manner  in  which  these  raw  hands  have 
gone  through  their  business. 

The  masks  used  on  the  occasion  were 
made  of  raw  sheep  skin,  one  of  which 
was  found  with  the  letters. 

Numerous  parties  started  early  yes- 
terday morning  in  pursuit  of  the  robbers; 
and  to  use  the  language  of  a gentleman 
from  Rahway,  “ Jersey  was  all  in  arms.”

Law  of  Kentucky. 


AX  ACT 

To  alter  the  mode  of  taking  in  lists  of  taxable 
property. 

Approved  February  2, 1819. 

S 1 .Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentuc- 
ky, That  the  lists  of  taxable  property  in 
this  commonwealth,  shajl  be  taken  in 
the  manner  and  form  hereinafter  pres- 
cribed. 

§ 2.  The  county  court  of  every  coun- 
ty, shall,  at  their  March,  April  or  May 
terms,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nineteen,  and  in  each  and 
every  year  thereafter,  appoint  one  or 
more  fit  persons  to  receive  and  take  in 
all  lists  of  taxable  property  in  their  res- 
pective counties ; and  said  court  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  make  re- 
appointments, whenever  it  shall  become 
necessary.  Each  commissioner  so  ap- 
pointed shall  continue  in  office  for  the 
term  of  ten  months;  and  shall,  before 
he  begins  to  execute  the  duties  of  his 
office,  take  the  following  oath  or  affirm- 
ation, before  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  his  county,  who  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  administer  the  same  : “ I, 

A.  B.  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as 
the  case  may  be)  that  I will,  to  the  best 
ef  my  skill  and  ability,  diligently  and 
faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  a com- 
missioner for  taking  in  lists  of  taxable 
property,  without  favor,  affection,  or  par- 
tiality : So  help  me  God.”  A certifi- 
cate of  which  oath  shall  be  preserved  by 
the  said  clerk. 

§ 3.  The  court  of  each  county  in  which 
more  than  one  commissioner  shall  be 
appointed,  shall  lay  off  their  county  into 
districts,  and  assign  and  allot  a commis- 
sioner to  each  district.  Every  commis- 
sioner appointed  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  shall,  immediately  after  he  shall 
have  taken  the  oath  of  office  as  before 
prescribed,  commence  and  proceed  with 
all  practicable  dispatch,  throughout  his 
county  or  district,  (as  the  case  may 
be)  and  call  on  every  person  therein, 
subject  to  taxation,  or  having  property 
in  his  or  her  possession  or  care,  on  which 
any  tax  may  be  then  imposed  by  law,  for 
a written  list  thereof ; which  list  being 
distinctly  read  over  by  the  commissioner 
to  tli*  person  delivering  the  same,  he  or 
she  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation  that 
such  list  contains  a true,  full  and.  com, 
plete  account  of  all  persons  and  every 
species  of  property  belonging  to,  or  in 
his  or  her  possession  or  care,  subject  to 
taxation,  on  the  tenth  day  of  March  then 
next  preceding ; and  that  no  contract, 
change  or  removal  of  property  whatso- 
ever, hath  been  entered  into,  or  any  oth- 
er method  devised,  practised  or  used  in 
order  to  evade  the  payment  of  taxes,  to 
the  best  of  his  or  her  knowledge  and  be- 
lief; which  oath  or  affirmation  the  com- 
missioner is  empowered  and  required  to 
administer.  In  case  any  person  shall  be 
absent  from  his  or  bernlace  of  residence, 
at  the  time  the  commissioner  calls  to  re- 
ceive his  or  her  list  of  taxable  property, 
the  commissioner  may,  by  written  no- 
tice left  at  said  person’s  place  of  resi- 
dence, with  some  white  member  of  his 
or  her  family  above  the  age  of  twelve 
years,  require  the  attendance  of  such  ab- 
sent person,  with  his  or  her  list  of  taxa- 
ble property,  at  some  convenient  time 
and  place  within  the  district  of  such 
commissioner ; and  in  case  of  his  or  her 
failing  to  attend  at  such  time  and  place, 
the  commissioner  shall  proceed  in  like 
manner  as  is  hereinafter  directed  in  cas- 
es of  refusal  to  give  in  lists  when  called 
on  ; and  the  court  shall  determine,  from 
all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  wheth- 
er the  person  so  failing  to  attend  shall 
be  subject  to  the  fine  and  triple  tax  im- 
posed on  those  refusing  to  give  in  lists, 
and  shall  give  judgment  accordingly. 

§ 4.  Beit  further  enacted , That  if  any 
list  of  taxable  property  given  into  a com- 
missioner, contains  land,  or  a town  lot  or 
lots,  not  in  the  actual  occupancy  of  the 
person  giving  in  such  list,  nor  situated 
in  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  and 
said  land  or  town  lot  or  lots  shall  be  im- 
proved, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and 
every  person  giving  in  such  list,  to  state 
therein  the  number  of  the  lot  or  lots, 
and  the  town  in  which  they  are  situated, 
and  also  make  out  in  such  list  as  correct 
a description  as  may  be,  of  the  nature 
and  kind  of  the  improvements  on  said 
land  or  lot  or  lots. 

§ 5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  commis- 
sioner after  he  shall  have  collected  and 
taken  in  the  lists  of  taxable  property  in 
his  county  or  district,  (as  the  case  may 
be)  to  make  out,  in  the  form  now  pres- 
cribed by  law,  an  alphabetical  book  there- 
from of  all  persons  and  property  subject 
to  taxation  ; and  each  and  every  commis- 
sioner shall,  from  his  own  view,  know- 
ledge, or  the  best  information  he  can  ob- 
tain, affix  and  add  to  each  and  every  list, 
of  taxable  property  given  in  to  him,  the 
value  of  the  property  contained  in  such 
list,  and  return  the  said  alphabetical 
book  so  made  out,  together  with  the  o- 
riginal  lists  of  taxable  property  given  in 
to  him,  to  the  clerk  ol  the  county  court 
of  the  county  in  which  he  was  appointed, 
on  or  before"  the  first  day  of  September 
in  each  year.  Each  couhty  court  clerk 
shall  make  out  two  alphabetical  books  of 
all  persons  and  property  subject  to  tax- 
ation, as  returned  to  him.  by  the  com- 
missioner or  commissioners ; one  cf 
which  he  shall  transmit  to  the  auditor  of 
public  accounts,  by  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember in  each  year ; the  other  he  shall 
deliver  to  the  sheriff  or  collector  of  the 
county,  as  soon  as  may  b*  after  he  shall 
have  executed  bond  for  the  collection  cl 
the  revenue  tax,  and  take  a receipt  there- 
for ; which  receipt  the  said  clerk  shall 
forward  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts, 
by  the  first  day  ol  April  thereafter. 

§ 6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  every 
such  clerk  shall  carefully  preserve  i> 
his  office  the  alphabetic;*  book  or  books.

That  each 
and  every  commissioner  shall,  when  he 
returns  to  the  clerk  the  alphabetical  list 
as  before  required  to  he  returned  by 
him,  report^  to  the  court  in  writing  the 
names  of  all  persons  who  shall  have  o- 
mitted  to  give  in  a list  of  their  taxable 
property,  or  shall  have  given  in  a false 
and  fraudulent  or  imperfect  list.  And 
in  case  any  person  or  persons  : '’•*]  have 
wholly  refused  or  neglected  to  give  in 
a list  of  his  or  her  taxable  property,  the 
commissioner,  from  his  own  knowledge 
or  the  best  information  fie  can  get,  shall 
report  in  writing  the  articles  of  taxable 
property  belonging  to  such  delinquent  or 
delinquents,  and  shall  add  thereto  the 
value  thereof,  according  to  his  know- 
ledge and  the  best  information  lie  can 
obtain  in  relation  thereto;  which  value 
may  he  used  by  the  county  court  as  firi- 
ma  facie  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  ar- 
ticle of  taxable  property  contained  in  such 
written  report  of  the  commissioner. 

§ 8.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
clerk  of  each  county  court  with  whelm 
any  such  report  is  filed,  shall  forthwith 
issue  a summons  against  each  and  every 
such  delinquent,  requiring  him  or  her  to 
appear  at  the  next  succeeding  term  of 
said  court ; and  on  the  return  of  such 
summons  executed,  the  court  shall  as 
Soon  as  may  he,  proceed  to  hear  and  de- 
termine the  same,  and  give  judgment 
for  a fine  and  triple  tax,  as  directed  by 
law,  and  determine  the  value  whereon 
to  fix  the  triple  tax.  The  court,  by  the 
report  of  the  commissioner,  oath  of  the 
party,  or  other  competent  evidence,  may 
proceed  to  ascertain  the  articles  of  taxa- 
ble properly  belonging  tosuch  delinquent 
or  delinquents,  and  tlvc  value  thereof. 

§ 9.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  for 
preventing  frauds  and  impositions  on  the 
commissioners,  any  person  having  know- 
ledge of  any  false,  fraudulent  or  imper- 
fect list,  or-of  any  person  who  shall  have 
failed  to  give  in  his  or  her  list  of  taxable 
property  to  the  proper  commissioner, 
shall  give  information  thereof  to  the 
county  court,  and  thereupon  the  same 
mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  had  as  is 
directed  in  case  of  information  given  by 
a commissioner. . ^ ' 

§ 10.  Be  itfurthet  enacted,  That  when- 
ever it  shall  he  known  at  any  time,  in  a- 
ny  year,  to  the  sheriff  or  collector  of  the 
revenue,  that  any  person  has  failed  in  ti- 
ny preceding  year  to  give  in  his  or  her 
list  of  taxable  property,  such  sheriff  or 
collector  shall  forthwith  report  such  de- 
linquent to  the  court  of  his  county,  which 
shall  in  the  manner  before  prescribed, 
proceed  to  inflict  the  fine  and  triple  tax 
as  in  other  cases  reported  by  the  commis- 
sioner. No  'sheriff,  commissioner,  or 
individual,  shall  be  liable  for  costs  in  a- 
ny  case  reported  by  them.  In  cases  re- 
ported by  the  sheriff,  or  an  individual, 
the  court  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  the 
articles  of  taxable  property  belonging  to, 
such  delinquent  or  delinquents,  and  t(ie 
value  thereof,  lay.  the  oath  of  the  party, 
or  such  other  competent  evidence  as  may 
he  in  its  power.  Any  person  who  shall 
have  failed  to  give  in  a list  of  his  or  her 
taxable  property  to  the  proper  commis- 
sioner, may,  nevertheless,  give  in  such 
list  to  the  county  court  of  his  county,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March  after  the 
said  commissioner  shall  have  made  re- 
turn as  aforesaid  of  his  alphabetical 
hook  ; and  when  such  list  shall  he  given 
in  to  the  county  court,  they  shall,  from 
their  own  knowledge,  or  from  the  best 
information  they  can  obtain,  ascertain, 
annex  and  fix  to  said  list  the  value  of  the 
property  therein  contained  ; hut  in  all 
such  casts  the  person  so  failing  shall  be 
subject  to  a fine  and  triple  tax,  unless  he 
shall  satisfy  the  court  that  his  or  her 
failure  to  give  in  his  or  her  list  of  taxa- 
ble property  was  not  owing  to  his  or  her 
neglect  or  indisposition  to  give  in  such 
list  to  the  commissioner;  and  in  no  case 
shall  any  person  he  exempt  from  the  fine 
and  taiplctax  imposed  by  this  act,  or  any 
law  now  in  force  in  relation  to  taking  in 
lists  of  taxable  property  as  required  by 
this  act,  or  for  having  given  in  a false, 
fraudulent  or  imperfect  list,  unless  he  or 
she  shall  deliver  to  said  court  a full  and 
fair  list  of  his  or  her  taxable  property, 
in  the  manner  herein  before  presbribed. 

§ 1 1.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
county  court  of  each  county,  at  each 
term  throughout  the  year,  shall  have 
power  to  impose  the  fine  and  triple  tax 
in  any  case  brought  properly  before 
them. 

§ 12.  Be  it  further  enacted , That  it 
shall  be  the  duly  of  each  and  every  com- 
missioner appointed  under  this  law,  to 
take,  in  the  year  18 19,  and  in  every  year 
thereafter,  an  accurate  account  in  his 
book  of  every  white  male  inhabitant  a- 
bove  the  are  of  twenty-one  years,  in  his 
county  or  district,  (as  the  case  may  he) 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  legisla- 
ture of  this  commonwealth  to  apportion 
its  representation  ; and  shall  also  report 
in  his  book  a separate  list  of  the  number 
of  all  the  free  white  males  above  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  who  may  reside 
within  the  bounds  of  each  town  within 
his  district. 

§ 13.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  m 
case  any  commissioner  appointed  under 
this  act  shall  lail  to  return  his  aiphabeti- 
cal  list  of  taxable  property  as  before  re- 
quired, within  the  time  herein  before 
described,  it  shall  notwithstanding  be 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  receive  the  same 
when  returned,  and  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable  transmit  a certified  copy  cf

§ 18.  The  clerks  of  the  county  courts 
respectively, shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
failure  of  duty  which  they  are  required 
to  perform  by  this  act.  Every  commis- 
sioner appointed  under  this  act,  shall  give 
in  to  the  county  court  of  his  county,  at

way is  truly  alarming,  rendering  the 
persons  as  well  as  the  money  of  travel- 
lers liable  to  imminent  peril. 


The  debate  on  the  Seminole  War, 
still  continued  in  congress  at  the  latest 
dates.

of  public  utility.  We  sincerely  wish 
that  more  liberality  and  a more  enlight- 
ened policy  had  marked  the  proceedings 
of  our  legislature  : in  this  particular, 
we  suffer  much  on  a comparison  with 
the  governments  of  some  of  our  sister 
states,  by  which  the  interests  of  learning, 
science,  and  internal  improvement  have 
been  patronized,  with  a public  spirit  and 
wisdom  worthy  of  the  character  of  free 
republics.  To  the  injudicious  selection 
of  directors  of  the  numerous  local  banks 
which  pervade  our  state,  to  represent 
its  interests  in  the  assembly,  may  he  as- 
cribed the  contracted  nature,  the  folly, 
and  violence  of  most  of  the  proceedings 
of  this  winter.  Our’s  was  indeed  a Bank 
Legislature  ; and  being  so,  we  need  not 
be  surprized  at  their  w retched  conduct.

When  the  interests  of  banks  form  so 
reat  a part  of  the  subjects  of  legislation, 
it  does  appear  to  us  that  gentlemen,  free 
from  their  immediate  influence,  should 
alone  Lie-elected  to  the  legislature.  This 
will  ensure,  in  some  degree,  the  adop- 
tion of  measures  with  a single  eye  to  the 
welfare  of  the  community. 

The  most  intelligent  and  respcctabit 
part  of  those  who  disapprove  the  exe- 
cution of  Arbuthnot  and  Ambrister, 
found  their  disapprobation  on  a suppos- 
ed violation  of  the  laws  and  constitution 
of  the  United  States.  Wc  have  never 
been  able  to  comprehend  the  force  of 
tins  objection.  These  men  certainly 
could  not  he  under  the  protection  of  the 
laws  or  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
since  they  were  taken  and  executed 
without  our  territorial  limits,  even  ad- 
mitting that  our  laws  would  extend  to 
■5.C-  a case  occurring  within  our  juris 
■ ’ ction.  They  had  offended  against  no 
law  of  the  country,  and  of  course  were 
not  obnoxious  to  any  punishment  on 
that  account.  They  were  taken  as  pub- 
lic enemies,  and  as  such  were  sul 
ject  to  the  law  of  war.  If  any  law 
was  violated  in  their  execution,  it  was 
t e law  of  nations  and  the  law  of  war; 
and,  no  law  of  this  country,  except 
so  far  as  the  law  of  nations  is  adopted 
and  forms  a part  of  the  municipal  law 
of  the  land.  By  the  law  of  war  we  had 
an  undoubted  right  to  inflict  on  the  en- 
emy the  same  treatment  which  we  re- 
vived from  him,  and  it  cannot  he  ques- 
tioned but  that  the  commanding  gene- 
ral was  the  proper  person  to  adminis- 
ter this  chastisement. — 'LF.astern  Argus.

Mr.  Talmadge,  Mr.  P.  P.  Barbour,  Mr. 
Sawyer,  Mr.  Strother,  Mr.  Walker.,  Mr. 
Kliea,  Gen.  Ilawisou,  Mr.  Smyth,  Mr. 
Anderson,  Col.  Johnson  and  Mr.  Poi- 
dexter  have  spoke  in  support  of  Gin 
lackson’s  conduct,  and  Mr.  Storrs,  Mr. 
Mercer,  Mr.  Colston,  Mr.  Lowndes,  and 
others  in  opposition  to  it.  Mr.  Mercer 
offered  a resolution,  which  was  adopted, 
calling  fc.  certain  papers,  the  object  of 
which  was,  he  said,  to  show  that  Amcri 
ca  was  the  aggressor  in  the  Seminol- 
war.  Mr.  Talbot  has  made  a report  in 
the  U.  States  Senate,  against  the  expe- 
diency of  prohibiting  the  exportation  of 
specie.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Eppes,  the 
military  committee  were  instructed  to 
report  a hill  to  regulate  the  compensa- 
tion to  the  array  lor  fatigue  duty  ; they 
accordingly  reported  a bill  to  that  effect. 
Joseph  Lancaster  has  delivered  two 
discourses  in  Washington  on  his  system 
of  education,  and  a resolution  to  admit 
him  to  a scat  in  the  hall  has  been  offered 
in  the  house  of  representatives.

Jackson,  two  friends  of  the  General  in 
formed  the  meeting,  through  the  mayor, 
that  he  declined  any  attentions  which 
they  might  intend  to  bestow  upon  him  at 
this  time,  and  thanked  them  for  their 
contemplated  civilities 

James  C.  Fisher  has  hi  en  appointed 
President  pro.  tern,  of  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States,  with  the  understanding, 
it  is  said,  that  he  is  to  resign  at  the  first 
general  meeting  of  the  directors.  Gf.o. 
Williams  has  resigned  his  office  of  di- 
rector in  that  institution.  M r.  Sergeant, 
a member  of  the  house  cf  representa- 
tives, from  Pennsylvania,  has  lelt  Wash- 
ington City  for  Philadelphia.  It  was 
reported  that  the  executive  anxiously 
wish  the  present  directors  to  resign,  and 
that  Mr.  S.  is  gone  on  to  endeavor  to 
facilitate  this  object. 

The  quantity  of  land  sold  at  the  Dec. 
sales  in  Missouri,  is  said  to  amount  to 
about  45,000  acres;  its  average  price  is 
estimated  at  50  cents.
